A deal has been stuck between 
HRM and MacKay Entertainment 
Inc. 

The agreement ensures the 
Metallica concert, scheduled for 
July 14 on the Garrison Grounds, 
will go on as planned. 

But the specifics about the deal 
were difficult to ascertain at a hasti¬ 
ly scheduled press conference with 
concert spokesperson and pro¬ 
moter Harold MacKay and the 
municipality’s chief administrative 
officer, Richard Butts, late yester¬ 
day. 

At MacKay’s lawyer’s office in 
Dartmouth, Butts announced all 
negotiations surrounding the July 
14 concert have been concluded. 

“We resolved all outstanding 
issues and we’re satisfied with the 
resolution,” Butts said, flanked by 
a municipal lawyer. When asked 
how those issues had been resolved, 
he said “through negotiations” 
with MacKay. 

It was revealed on Monday that 
HRM was considering pulling its

support for the show. At issue was 
a $359,550 bill delivered to the 
municipality from Trade Centre 
Limited, part of a forgivable loan 
issued to MacKay’s former compa¬ 
ny by HRM’s former top adminis¬ 


trator for two outdoor concerts in 
2010. 

Council gave Butts direction to 
try to find ways to recoup the loss. 
But councillors were apparently 
blindsided when media reports on 
Monday suggested HRM was threat¬ 
ening to withhold services neces¬ 
sary for the concert until the bill 
was paid. 

That resulted in a closed-door 
session of council that lasted almost 
two hours yesterday. Afterward, 
councillors and Mayor Peter Kelly 
directed questions to “administra¬ 
tion.” 

Coun. Sue Uteclc, a vocal oppo¬ 
nent of Kelly and critic of his role 
in the scandal, said council agreed 
as a group to offer no comment. 

But Butts left the door open for 
the possibility of recouping the 
money from other sources. 

“There are exposures for vari¬ 
ous parties in this, and how those 
play out is not predictable,” Butts 
said.

O Rally organizers aim to sustain 
movement through social media

Angry taxpayers hoped 
their voices carried from 
Victoria Park to city hall 
last night. 

More than 150 people 
attended a rally to demand 
Mayor Peter Kelly resign in 
light of his involvement in 
providing grants to a con¬ 
cert promoter last year. 

“We’re angry not just 
with Kelly but all of coun¬ 
cil because they endorsed 
Kelly last week with their 
vote refusing to censure 
him,” said HRM resident 
Steve McKinnon, who at¬ 
tended the rally. 

Political blogger Waye 
Mason told the crowd Kel¬ 
ly has proven he doesn’t 
deserve the public trust 
and support. 

“The question for Peter 
Kelly is, after 25 years in 
elected office, how did you 
not know what the rules 
were? How is that possi¬ 
ble?” 

Kelly has failed the mu¬ 
nicipality, Mason said. 

Activist Rene Ross said 
she wouldn’t let her child

get away with setting her 
own punishment and Kelly 
should not have been al¬ 
lowed to preside over 
meetings debating his cen¬ 
sure. “Please ask the may¬ 
or to stop embarrassing 
us,” she said. 

Kyle Buott, a local 
labour-council president, 
said Kelly can’t represent 
HRM to the rest of the 
world when allegations of 
his conduct “continue to 
rock city council.” 

“The mayor has made it 
veiy clear that he does not 
want to resign,” Buott said. 
“The reality is he can stay 
there because his cronies 
on council have protected 
him.”

Epstein not ruling out run for mayor’s seat 


NDP MLA Howard Epstein 
fuelled rumours of his 
run for the HRM mayor’s 
seat just by attending yes¬ 
terday’s rally. 

But he was quick to put 
those rumors to rest. “Peo¬ 
ple certainly ask me regu¬ 
larly, and given what has 
happened recently I cer¬ 


tainly haven’t ruled it out, 
but it will be many months 
before I decide,” he said. 

Epstein said he attend¬ 
ed the rally because he’s a 
former councillor and has 
watched city council for 
over 30 years. “I think this 
is the worst council I’ve 
ever seen.” 


It’s not just the mayor, 
but council has failed too, 
he said, adding it’s not 
enough for the province 
to step in and dissolve 
council. 

“I think that’s highly 
unlikely,” Epstein said. 
“This is turmoil. It’s disap¬ 
pointing and some of it 


looks to be highly illegal, 
but it’s not the moment 
for the province to step 
in.” 

Epstein said he’s never 
seen a public rally de¬ 
manding the resignation 
of a mayor before. 

“This is pretty unique.”

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Body on Bilby ‘wasn’t 
a recent death’: Police

Police believe the man 
found in a Halifax apart¬ 
ment was dead for a while 
before his body was discov¬ 
ered on Monday. 

An autopsy was under¬ 
way yesterday afternoon, 
and Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Bri¬ 
an Palmeter said they’ll 
know better today about a 
cause of death. Until then, 
it is still considered a sus¬ 


picious death. 

The man’s body was 
found in a residence at 
5529 Bilby St. when a 
friend checked on the man 
on Monday. 

“Based on our observa¬ 
tions, we believe it wasn’t 
a recent death,” Palmeter 
said yesterday. “The per¬ 
son has been deceased for 
at least some period of 
time, and we’re trying to 
narrow down that win¬ 
dow.” 

Police are talking to 
neighbours to find out 



when the man was last 
seen, he added. 

“We’ll have to wait to 
see what comes of the au¬ 
topsy to see if they’re able 
to give us a cause of death, 
then we’ll go from there.” 

Palmeter told Metro on 
Monday treating this death 
as suspicious was standard 
operating procedure. 

“There’s enough infor¬ 
mation to cause investiga¬ 
tors to treat (the death) as 
suspicious,” said Palmeter, 
when asked if there was 
evidence of foul play.

MLA EXPENSE SCANDAL 

Zinck 
hearing 
set for Feb. 

The lone sitting legisla¬ 
ture member facing 
charges in Nova Scotia’s 
expense scandal will re¬ 
turn to court Feb. 13 for a 
preliminary hearing. 

A judge set aside seven 
days for the hearing dur¬ 
ing a brief court appear¬ 
ance in Halifax provincial 
court by Lyle Howe, the 
defence lawyer for Dart¬ 


mouth North MLA Trevor 
Zinck. 

Zinck, who sits as an 
independent member, 
pleaded not guilty last 
month to charges of theft 
over $5,000, fraud over 
$5,000 and breach of 
trust. 

Both the defence and 
Crown have agreed that a 
lengthier hearing will be 
needed to deal with the 
amount of evidence in 
the case. 

RCMP also laid charges 
in Februaiy against three 
other former provincial 
politicians following a 
nine-month investiga¬ 
tion.

Pay-and-display 
parking coming 
to the Common 


Halifax Regional Council 
voted unanimously yester¬ 
day to move ahead with 
charging for parking 
around the Halifax Com¬ 
mon. 

In a few months, 90 
parking spaces along the 
Common will be served by 
“pay-and-display” ma¬ 


chines. Commuters will pay 
a maximum of $1.50 an 
hour or $7.50 a day to park 
along the Commons bring¬ 
ing in an estimated 
$135,000 a year to the mu¬ 
nicipality. 

Residents of the area will 
get first dibs on $30 passes.

Work has already begun 
on the waterfront’s Salter 
lot as the city prepares to 
host the five-day FIVB jun¬ 
ior world beach volleyball 
championships from Aug. 
31 to Sept. 4. 

The downtown location, 
sandwiched between Bish¬ 
op’s Landing and the Wa¬ 
terfront Warehouse, will 
soon be transformed into a 
temporary six-court beach- 
volleyball facility that will 
feature a free public beach. 

The location is a change

from the original plan, an¬ 
nounced last November, to 
host the event on the Cu- 
nard lot adjacent to the 
Nova Scotia Power build¬ 
ing. 

“This site was originally 
unavailable.... But it’s a 
third larger, so where you 
see some nice open space 


in the current site plan, we 
would have been quite 
contracted at the other 
site,” said event director 
Derek Martin. “This just 
gives us more space, more 
room. More things can go 
on within the site.” 

Sand will start rolling in 
this week, and there are 66 
truckloads en route carry¬ 
ing 2,000 tonnes of it. 

The public beach will 
remain in place long after 
the event leaves town, 
while the temporary ven¬ 
ue will feature a beer gar¬ 
den, patio seating and live 
music. 

The event is expected to 
draw in many spectators 
who have never seen 
beach volleyball before.

NATO helicopters fired 
rockets at gunmen on the 
rooftop of a besieged Kabul 
hotel early yesterday, end¬ 
ing a more than four-hour 
standoff between militants 
and police that left at least 
seven dead and eight others 
wounded, officials said. 

Interior Ministry 

spokesman Sediq Sediqqi 
said six suicide bombers at¬ 
tacked the Intercontinental 
Hotel frequented by Afghan 
officials and foreign visi¬ 
tors. He said two were 
killed by hotel guards at the 
beginning of the attack and 
four others either blew 
themselves up or were 
killed in the airstrilce or by 
Afghan security forces. 

The Taliban claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the rare, 
nighttime attack in the cap¬ 
ital. The attackers were

Accused questions 
woman’s motives 


O Romeo Cormier occasionally stood during second 
day of testimony in an attempt to demonstrate actions 


A man charged with kid¬ 
napping a New Brunswick 
woman last year and 
keeping her captive in his 
home for almost a month 
says she had opportuni¬ 
ties to turn his weapons 
against him — but did not 
because she wanted to be 
with him. 

On his second day of 
testimony, Romeo Cormi¬ 
er told the jury in Monc¬ 
ton, N.B., yesterday that 
there were hammers, 
swords, knives, scissors 
and a gun in his one-room 
basement apartment. 

“What stopped her 
from hitting me in the 
head when I was sleep¬ 
ing?” Cormier told the 
Court of Queen’s Bench. 

Cormier said he even

showed the woman how 
to use his .22-calibre 
handgun. 

“What stopped her 
from popping me in the 
head?” he said. 

The defence asked 


Cormier why he had a 
gun. 

“Anyone in the room 
can tell I’m not an altar 
boy,” Cormier replied. 

“Of course I carry a gun 
to protect myself.” 

Cormier, 63, testified 
that an orange-handled 
hunting knife was always 
in view and accessible to 
the woman. 

The 55-year-old woman 
— whose identity is pro¬ 
tected by a publication 
ban — testified last week 
that Cormier kept an or¬ 
ange-handled knife in 
plain view. She said she 
didn’t dare try grabbing it 
because she felt she 
would be overpowered by 
him.

O Federal funding for arts groups 
not a sure thing, minister says 


Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty has a warning 
for cultural institutions that 
have come to rely on regu¬ 
lar government funding: 
Don’t count on it. 

Flaherty delivered the 
message yesterday shortly 
after announcing $500,000 
in support for this year’s 
Canada Walk of Fame Festi¬ 
val, to be held in Toronto. 

On Monday, Summer- 
Works, an acclaimed Toron¬ 
to indie theatre festival, 


announced it had lost its 
federal funding. 

But Flaherty says arts or¬ 
ganizations should not set 
their budgets assuming 
they’ll get government 
funds. 

“There’s lots of competi¬ 
tion, lots of other festivals, 
and there are new ideas 
that come along. 

“So it’s a good idea for 
everyone to not make that 
assumption.”

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Google faces 
new lawsuit 

O French Internet search engine 
accuses it of ‘blacklisting’ its sites 


Google is staring down a 
new legal challenge in Eu¬ 
rope after French Internet 
company lplusV filed a 
$411 million lawsuit yester¬ 
day saying the search en¬ 
gine unfairly squeezed out 
competitors in France. 

The suit comes soon af¬ 
ter the U.S. Federal Trade 
Commission and European 
regulators started investi¬ 
gating claims that Google 
has abused its dominance 
of the Internet and advertis¬ 
ing to stifle competition. 

lplusV, based in Ver¬ 
sailles, operates more than 
30 specialty search engines 
in French.

BEIJING. China has count¬ 
ed its 1.34 billion people; 
now it’s the pandas’ turn. 

After conducting a 
census of its human pop¬ 
ulation last year, China is 
about to start a once-a- 
decade count of giant 
pandas in the wild. 

The official China Dai¬ 
ly reported more than 60 
trackers were trained at 
Wanglang National 
Reserve in the southwest¬ 
ern province of Sichuan, 
which is believed to have 
the largest number of 
wild pandas in China. 

They will collect drop¬ 
pings for DNA analysis, 
which will allow 
zoologists to track 
individual pandas and ac¬ 
curately estimate the 
population, Chen Youp- 
ing, director of the 
reserve’s administrative 
bureau, was quoted as 
saying by Xinhua News 
Agency. 

The census is also ex¬ 
pected to reveal more on 
living conditions, age 
structure and changes of 
habitat of the 
endangered species. 

The last census count¬ 
ed 1,596 wild pandas in 
China, 1,206 of which 
were living in Sichuan. 

Wild pandas are 
threatened by a loss of 
habitat, poaching and for 
being poor breeders.

Shadow-boxing with 
Lennox Lewis, wheelchair¬ 
racing against Chantal Pe- 
titclerc and re-living 
Jacques Villeneuve’s cham¬ 
pionship Formula One sea¬ 
son are just some of the 
interactive attractions at 
Canada’s new Sports Hall 
of Fame. 

Canada’s sports shrine 
opens Friday in Calgary for 
a few hours for a free pub¬ 
lic preview before its offi¬ 
cial opening Saturday 

Once located on Toron¬ 
to’s Exhibition grounds, 
the Hall only existed on¬ 
line and in boxes in recent 
years as a search was con¬ 
ducted for a new home. 

The 4,085-square-metre 
building houses a 120-seat 
theatre, 50 interactive dis¬ 
plays and more than 1,000 
artifacts. From the outside, 
part of the building looks 
like a tilted red Lego block. 

Eleven galleries open on¬ 
to, and are connected to, a 
central main hall, which 
has a statue of Wayne Gret¬ 
zky stationed at its en¬ 
trance. The main hall also 
features a photo-wall of ho¬ 
noured members. 

There’s an intimate feel¬ 
ing to the space, despite its 
size. Given the Hall’s prox¬ 
imity to the new Athletic 
and Ice Complex under 
construction at COP and 
all the national teams 
training there, the interior 
was designed to feel like a 
sports clubhouse. 

“Sport has always need¬ 
ed a place to come togeth¬ 
er,” said the Hall’s CEO 
Claire Buffone-Blair. “We 
feel Canada’s Sports Hall 
of Fame can be that club¬ 


house for Canadian sport.” 

Permanent statues in 
the Hall include Gretzky, 
diver Sylvie Bernier, figure 
skater Barbara Ann Scott, 
curler Sandra Schmirler, 
runner Philip Edwards, 
Kentucky Derby winner 
Northern Dancer and 
cross-country skiing pio¬ 
neer Herman (Jaclcrabbit) 
Smith-Johannsen, who 
lived to 111. 

Alex Baumann’s two 
Olympic gold medals in 
swimming had rarely been 
out of his safe until they 
were put under glass in 
the hall. Baumann says 
while the medals were 
locked away, his children 
saw them only once. 

“I always had duplicates 
to travel with because I 
didn’t want to lose them. I 
never pulled them out ... 
It’s much better to be dis¬ 
played here.” 

Michelle Cameron’s 
Olympic gold medal in 
synchronized swimming 
— she and Carolyn Waldo 
won the duet in 1988 — is 
there along with one of 
her swimsuits. 

“It does give me goose 
bumps seeing it here,” 
Cameron said. “It’s a little 
bit emotional actually. To 
have it here among the 
greatest athletes Canada 
has seen, it’s pretty cool for 
it to be in a home like this.” 

Former Crazy Canuck 
Ken Read noted how beat 
up his ski helmet looked 
in a display that included 
his boots and gloves. 

“It kind of shows a little 
bit of age because it’s near¬ 
ly 30-plus years old,” he 

Said. THE CANADIAN PRESS

O Harley-Davidson raids archive O Motorcycle maker 
showcases rarely seen items in its Milwaukee exhibit 


A new exhibit at the Harley- 
Davidson Museum is proof 
the Milwaukee motorcycle 
maker is about much more 
than its classic hogs. 

An all-leather motorcy¬ 
cle made in Japan, rarely 
seen prototype bikes and a 
rocket engine that powered 
drone missiles during the 
Vietnam War are just a few 
of the items the company 
has dug out of its archive 
for “Collection X: Weird, 
Wild Wonders of the 
Harley-Davidson Museum.” 

The museum’s senior 
curator, Kristen Jones, said 
certain items were chosen 
to tell particular stories 
when the museum opened 
nearly three years ago. But 
many got left in storage, 
only to be glimpsed by mu¬ 
seum goers on special be¬ 
hind-the-scenes tours.

that curators got the idea 
to put together the new ex¬ 
hibit, said Jim Fricke, cura¬ 
torial director.

The league has been in 
the making since the Hali¬ 
fax Rainmen, Saint John 
Mill Rats and Quebec Kebs 
pulled out of the Premier 
Basketball League in late 
April.

Chip off the old block 

O Gordie Howe’s son Mark called to Hockey Hall of Fame O Belfour, 
third-winningest goalie in NHL, lone 2011 inductee to get in on first ballot 


While the Canadian 
women’s soccer team 
practised for one of its 
most important games 
ever, captain Christine 
Sinclair was alone 
pedalling a bicycle furious¬ 
ly around an adjacent 
field. 

Sinclair may not be 
cleared to play tomorrow 
against France, a match 
the Canadians can’t afford 
to lose if they’re to 
advance at the FIFA 
Women’s World Cup — 
and there’s little the 28- 
year-old can do about it ex¬ 
cept hope. 

“Obviously it could po¬ 
tentially be the biggest 
game of all of our careers 
in a couple of days, but 
we’ve got great doctors 
here who will hopefully 
get me ready,” Sinclair 
said yesterday, through a 
swollen nose and bruised 
eyelids. “Obviously it’s a 
time crunch in a 
tournament like this. But 
it’s a 24-hour thing where 
we’re trying to take care of 
it as best we can, make it 
heal it as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

“I don’t know if you can 
stimulate bone growth,” 
she added with a half¬ 
hearted laugh.

Mark Howe didn’t have to 
live up to the lofty standard 
set by his father Gordie in 
order to earn a spot along¬ 
side him in the Hockey Hall 
of Fame.

“To get the phone call to¬ 
day kind of took my breath 
away,” said Howe. “I don’t 
consider myself in the class 
of players as the Gordie 
Howes and the Wayne Gret- 
zkys and the Bobby Orrs, 
but to be mentioned in a 
class (like this one) means 
the world to me.” 

Howe was just 18 when 
he began his pro career as a 
forward for Houston in the 
World Hockey Association. 
It was a chance for the most 
famous family in hockey 
— at the time — to all wear 


the same sweater. 

Howe eventually moved 
on to the NHL when the 
Hartford Whalers were ab¬ 
sorbed in 1979. Playing as a 
defenceman, he scored at 
least 15 goals on eight occa¬ 
sions and amassed 742 
points over 16 NHL seasons. 

The call from the hall 
was a long time coming for 
Howe, who had been eligi¬ 
ble since 1998. Gilmour had 
been passed over eveiy year 
since 2006, while 
Nieuwendylc missed out

Though I have 
yearned to own a mo¬ 
torcycle ever since 
high school, only this 
spring did I actually 
consummate the 
intention. 

wasn’t necessarily 
looking for a 
vintage mount. So 
when I found 
myself riding home 
with a certain 1972 
Honda CB350F — a bike 
that was actually on my 
radar during my late 1970s 
high-school years — I was 
trying to not see the bike 


as a mid-life crisis kind of 
thing; like a time machine 
that might take me back 
to Funlcytown. 

I have no desire to go 
back to Funlcytown. 

Dr. Freud once noted 
that, “sometimes a cigar is 
just a cigar.” So it stands to 
reason that, “sometimes a 
motorcycle is just a motor¬ 
cycle.” 

It is also a fine motorcy¬ 
cle. When most everyone 
else was making shaky 
twin- and single-cylinder 
engines, Honda created a 
range of affordable motor¬ 
cycles with super-smooth 
and powerful SOHC four- 
cylinder engines, first with 
the CB750 in 1969, then 
with the CB500 in 1971, 
and then with this CB350F 
in 1972. 

Last month my wife, Di¬ 
ane, caught me sitting in a 
lawn chair just staring at 
the bike. I love the look of a 
well-designed engine. 

I have to thank friend 
and fellow auto scribe, Dan 


Proudfoot, for offering the 
bike to me, and at a sympa¬ 
thetic price. 

He enjoyed it and looked 
after it well, and I hope to 
do the same. 

After I had the bike for a 
few weeks, Dan passed 
along a passage written by 


Honda’s founder and chief 
engineer, Soichiro Honda. 

If I read it right, Honda 
believed that design could 
not be too harmonized or 
balanced, because it would 
then lack personality — 
like a person too perfectly 
dressed is somewhat man¬ 


nequin-lilce. He felt the on¬ 
ly way to infuse design 
with necessary personality 
is to allow an imperfection 
to harmony exist — but 
then make that discord 
“beautiful.” 

“Disadvantage is, in a 
sense, a factor that leads to 


special character,” said 
Honda. 

Pundits of the day could¬ 
n’t see why Honda even 
bothered to make a four- 
cylinder 350, when its two- 
cylinder CB350 was selling 
great, was almost as fast, 
and was priced almost 
$1,000 cheaper. 

And the pundits turned 
out to be right. 

The CB350F was never 
popular. 

The consensus was that 
Soichiro Honda just want¬ 
ed to prove that he could 
do what no one else could 
— engineer and mass-pro¬ 
duce a small, four-cylinder 
motorcycle. 

Or ... maybe he knew all 
too well that a complicat¬ 
ed, heavy engine wasn’t re¬ 
ally right for a small 
motorcycle, but just want¬ 
ed to see if he could make 
it kind of beautiful, and in 
that way, interesting. 

Or... maybe it’s just a 
motorcycle and I should 
just ride the damn thing.

Common Issues 

Inspect the MKZ’s interior 


and exterior for signs of 
wear and tear. Some own¬ 
ers complain of “thin” 
sheetmetal that dents easi¬ 
ly, as well as peeling or 
worn chrome trim on cer¬ 
tain cosmetic parts. 

Make double sure the air 
conditioning system works 
properly, and check for 
proper operation of all inte¬ 
rior electronics and lights. 
Be sure the seat heaters 


and coolers (if equipped) 
work properly, too. 

A Ford/Lincoln mechanic 
should check beneath the 
vehicle for signs of wear 
and fluid leakage as well. 

Note that AWD- 
equipped models may suf¬ 
fer from leaky transfer 
cases. 

If that’s the case on the 
model you’re considering, 
have the seller get the issue 


fixed before agreeing to 
purchase. An improper bolt 
in the power steering sys¬ 
tem could cause a fluid 
leak, too. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner and footwell carpet¬ 
ing for signs of moisture 
that could be caused by a 
sunroof leak. 

The Verdict 

A Ford mechanic will be fa¬ 
miliar with the common 
problems, service bulletins 
and recalls, as well as diag¬ 
nosis and repair. 

Ultimately, the MKZ’s 
lower-than-average resale 
values, average reliability 
and higher-than-average 
feature content for the 
money will make it an at¬ 
tractive buy for many.

All-wheel drive is a popular 
option on many vehicles, 
primarily because it can im¬ 
prove handling in nastier 
weather. 

But sending engine pow¬ 
er to both the front and 
rear axles can also use more 
fuel, a situation Chrysler is 
addressing with its new 
front axle disconnect (FAD). 

The feature, found on all¬ 
wheel versions of the 2011 
Chrysler 300 and Dodge 
Charger, powers the rear 
wheels all the time but only 
sends power to the front 
wheels when needed. 

“We wanted the per¬ 
formance of an all-wheel- 
drive, but we needed to be 
fuel-efficient and more like 
the two-wheel-drive ver¬ 
sion,” says Don Schmanski, 
supervisor for AWD sys¬ 
tems and powertrains for 
Chrysler. 

“By disconnecting it, we 
gain fuel efficiency.” 


The mechanical links to 
the front axle don’t actually 
come apart, but the system 
shuts off part of the transfer 
case, which delivers power 
to the front wheels. 

“By shutting those (com¬ 
ponents) off and not spin¬ 
ning them, we gain the fuel 
economy savings,” Schman¬ 
ski says. 

The front axle recon¬ 
nects immediately when 
needed. 

The car uses numerous 
sensors to determine if 
wheel slippage is immi¬ 
nent, and if it is, the FAD 
connects the front axle. In 
all-wheel, power is distrib¬ 
uted automatically, from 
entirely rear-wheel-drive to 
up to 38 per cent to the 
front wheels. 

When you’re driving, the 
FAD system is constantly 
monitoring such things as 
throttle input, electronic 
stability control and trac¬ 
tion control to determine if 
it should connect or discon¬ 
nect the axle. 

However, two things will 
cause it to connect right 
away: if the windshield 
wipers come on, or if the 
outside temperature gets

too cold. 

“If the wipers are on, 
we’re making an assump¬ 
tion that it’s raining,” 
Schmanski says. 

“When it first starts to 


rain, that’s when roads are 
the slipperiest, and so we 
engage the front axle dis¬ 
connect. It doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily send torque (to the 
front) but we want to make 


sure that it’s available.” 

Cold temperatures will 
also trigger the FAD, since it 
could indicate icy roads. 
Once it’s in all-wheel, the 
system has a tolerance of 


several degrees, so it’s not 
constantly coming on and 
off as the thermometer 
fluctuates slightly above or 
below the “trigger tempera¬ 
ture.”
